ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant stated in the arguments filed January 9, 2008 that "Each of the various 
rejections and objections are overcome by amendments that are made to the 
specification, drawing, and/or claims, as well as, or in the alternative, by various 
arguments presented herein". 

However, no amendments filed to any of specification, drawings, or claims. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed January 9, 2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

3. Applicant argues that Ozugur fails to teach "a packet filter that directs request for 
the network data from a mobile node to the cache". 

In response, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Based on the previous Office Action, and in addition to § [0022] and [0023], more 
details described in § [0035] by Ozugur: "Proceeding on to step 54 (that is Fig. 4), upon 
arrival of the IP data packet at the DSG 36, the DSG 36 (DSG 36 is the filter) issues a 
WiARP (WiARP has a cache) query (query is a request. Issuing WiARP a query means 
directing the request to the cache) containing the IP address of the mobile station 34b-1 
to the WiARP server 38". The fact that query contains the IP address of the mobile 
station means it is from the mobile station . 

4. Applicant argues that Ozugur fails to teach "without forwarding the requested 
network data to a home agent of the mobile node". 

In response, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
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The DSG 36 can be foreign agent , as stated in § [0022], last 7 lines by Ozugur. 
Ozugur teaches "without forwarding the requested network data to a home agent of the 
mobile node" (meaning forwarding the data to a foreign agent). 
5. Rejection of dependant claims sustained.
